SUBJECT: FIELD TRAINING OFFICER TRAINING REQUIREMENT - REVISED 


In the past, the Field Training Manual has required a Field Training Officer (FTO), with prior 
experience but who has not worked as an FTO for a period of two or more years, to attend and 
successfully complete either the FTO School or 24-hour POST-certified FTO Update Course prior to 
working with a Structured Field Training Program Period probationary officer or Recruit Academy 
ride-along. 

Effective immediately, the training requirement will apply to any FTO that has not worked as an 
FTO for three years instead of two years. This requirement will be consistent with the Peace 
Officer Standards and Training guidelines. The Field Training Manual will be revised during the 
next update.
